$1000 LOST IN YEAR'S OPERATION 
OF THREE MUNICIPAL BUSSES 


Advance Cost of Labor and Material 
Cause of Deficit—Fourth Vehicle 
Added in Forest Park. 

For the fiscal year ending April 
7 last, three municipal busses in| 
|Forest Park operated at a loss of | 
$1005.99, according to a report made, 
| public today by the Divisien of Parks 
and Recreation. | 

A fourth vehicle was placed in 

service June 1, and the receipts im- 
mediately displayed a large increase. 
The income for April was only 
$426.46, as against $951.64 for June. 
$1554.21 for July, and $1094.83 for 
August. These sums reflect the 
summer activities in the park, in- 
cluding the municipal opera season. | 

The loss between April 7, 1915, 
‘and April 7, 1919, is attributed to 
advanced cost of material and labor. 
During the previous fiscal year, be- 
‘ginning April 7, 1917, the busses 
‘earned a profit of $1331. The fare. 
of five cents has remained constant.

Not Exempt From These Charges

OMPLAINTS against the offi- 
Cees of the army followed 

one another (in June, 1918) 
as if by order. 

The ‘officers, it was implied, 
lived much better than the men, 
although while in the field or in 
the trenches they had their meals 
from the same field kitchen. In 
billets behind the lines, one officer 
was always served from the field 
kiachen, while the others messed 
together. The non-commisioned 
officers and men were represent- 
ed on the mess committee, so why 
were no complaints heard from 
them? 

The cultivation of “esprit de 
corps,” the authority of the com- 
manding officer, the influence of 
the older men on the younger— 
were these things less important 
for the officer? Where could 
they operate to better effect than 
in common life of the regiment? 
The hours of duty alone did not 
suffice, even during the war, to 
hand on the tradition of the Ger- 
man Corps of Officers to the 
younger generation. 

The officer had to live with his 
men, and he did so. It was not 
possible to do otherwise in battle 
or while in the trenches. Finally 
he had to keep up the dignity of 
his position, which must be clear- 
ly defined, and he had to main- 
tain his authority, for how else 
would it have been posible for 
him to exert any decisive influ- 
once over the troops in all emer- 
gencies ? All this demanded 
among many other requisites, an 
attitude of authoritative exclusive- 


ness, for otherwise the officer 
would lose respect. 
Were the reasons forgotten 


which in peace time prompted the 
removal of the non-commissioned 
officers from the men’s quarters 
into separate quarters of their 
own? But there was no inclina- 
tion to think of such things; peo- 
ple were only anxious to under- 
mine authority, to shatter. the 
foundations of the State, in order 
the more easily to further their 
own wretched interests. 


Troops; So Did Chancellor 

Life in the corps of officers was 
governed by regard for the men, 
the officer himself, and, lastly, the 
whole structure of municipal and 
imperial order which stands and 
falls with the status of the officer. 

The way of life of the higher 
staff officers was also’ sharply 
criticised. Yet is there a man who 
does not know of the nerve-rack- 
ing work and colossal burden they 
bear unceasingly? The troops 
were relieved, but the staff re- 
mained on duty, day and night. 

For four years I endured this 
state of tension without rest or re- 
lief. In such’ circumstances I 
could not live on field-kitchen ra- 
tions. 

Nevertheless, in October, 1918, I 
declared to the new War Cabinet 
of Prince Max that headquarters 
was willing to live on the fare 
provided by the field kitchens if 
the various Secretaries of State 
and the whole of Berlin would un- 
dertake to do likewise; but until 
then we should live in such a way 
aS Was considerea best for the 
men and ourselves. The Imperial 
Chancellor, Prince Max, declined 
to eat field-kitchen fare, and so 
long as I remained in the field we 
messed simply, but as before. 

The other higher staffs were in 


a similar position. They lived 
much in the same way as we did. 
Il have never countenanced =  ex- 


cesses, and if they have occurred, 
I disclaim all responsibility. So 
long as we have any social order 
at all, authority must exist, and 
there must be social distinctions. 
There must still be, as before, a 
corps of officers, in which the in- 
dividual officer must keep himself 
distinct from the soldier while con- 
tinuing to be his true friend. 

Says Officers Were Slandcred. 

Then came complaints that the 
officers were living at the expense 
of the men—a shameful calumny 
spread by enemy and home propa- 
ganda. Many men of undoubted 
honesty and intelligence came to 
me bleating out such general ac- 
cusations, instead of vigorously as- 
sailing them. They had already 
lost all regard for the morality of 
the corps of officers, so inextric- 
ably had they fallen into the snare 
spread by the circulators of these 
reports. 

It was said that officers of the 
regular army hid in their quarters. 
This was the reward of a grateful 
people to the regular officer for his 
sacrifice and *devotion! There 
were only a few of them left. The 
remainder had fallen or had been 
hopelessly disabled. The corps of 
officers had lost from 80 to 90 per 
cent of its full strength. 

Could they not understand that 
to fill certain posts of the staffs, 
on which the fate of the troops 
depended, officers of exceptional 
experience and initiative were re- 
quired ? It is obvious that for 
such duties the regular officer was 
more fit than an officer of the 
reserve, and that eventually i- 
would be impossible to replace the 
former. 

I begged the Military Cabinct 
to investigate these charges. This 
exposed their injustice all along 
the line. 

Notwithstanding this, I  per- 
sistently issued reminders that of- 
ficers fit for service should be 
sent from home and from the va- 
rious staffs to the front, to be re- 
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placed by officers fit only for gar- 
rison duty. The staffs during tie 
summer of 1918 were so composed 
that several divisional commanders 
complained to me that they haa 
too few fit officers on their staffs 
to cope with all demands. 

I was always opposed to the 
presence of father and son ®@n the 
same staff. When I had direct 
command, as well as when I was 
Chief of Staff in the East, I set 
my face against this. Now all I 
could do was to draw the atten- 
tion of the Military Cabinet to it 

1 heard unfavorable reports con- 
cerning the working of canteens. 
Here, also, the officers were said 
to be acting to the detriment of 
the men. I went into the ‘natter. 
Everything was in order. The 
canteen commissions, on which 
the soldiers were represented, con- 
trolled the working and the dis- 
tribution of profits. The sale of 
goods in the canteens was ete'ctly 
rationed for officers and men ulike 
at so much per head. Bach man 
might buy only as much as was 
allowed on the carefully calculated 
distribution schedule. 

The higher staffs, having no 
canteens of their own, drew on the 
central stores at the Same prices 
as the canteens did. As these sup- 
plied officers and men at a fixed 
rate and a certain profit, the 
higher staffs—both officers and 


men of course,—bought their 
goods somewhat cheaper than the 


regiments. This I also stopped. 
Scandal in the Canteens, 

Then it was asserted that ths 
canteen moneys were unfairly ad- 
ministered. This accusation was 
as false as the others. It was only 
the soldier who derived any bene- 
fit from the profits, mainly, of 
course, in kind. 

But it was in the lines of com- 
munication that the officers were 
supposed to live in special luxury. 
There I have seen an enormous 
amount of loyal work, from which 
the army derived incalculable ben- 
efit. It was obvious that in these 
lines officers, as well as men, lived 
more quietly and comfortably than 
was the case with the troops who 
were only in the communication 
areas on their way to and from the 


line. Naturally, also, the men felt 
this, although everything possible 


was done for them. 

Was it such a crime for an offi- 
cer to buy something in Belgium or 
anywhere else to send it home to 
his family, in order to brighten 
their life a little? Was it not the 
families of officers, who are rare- 
ly maen of means, who suffcred 
m@% severely from the increased 
coms Of living at home? 

nen I was with the Command- 
er in Chief in the East in July, 
1916, I arranged similar facilities 
for the men; these facilities being, 
later, still further developed. From 
the West and from Rumania par- 
cels were sent home in large num- 
bers by the men. 

Any special case of irregularity 
on the part of an officer which was 
brought to my notice, even anon- 
ymously, was subjected to most 
searching investigation. The stat- 
us and way of life of the officers 
were frequently discussed by the 
higher staffs. Under the pressure 
ef the continual complaints, the 
Kield Marshal issucd an appeal to 
all officers. 


Harsh Words for Looters. 

The Corps of Officers has 
€merged triumphant from this at- 
tack on its honor. The man who 
infringed the code was an excep- 
tion, and was not one of us. No 
measures adopted against him 
could be too severe. The officer 
who did not emerge from this war 
with clean hands as an honorable 
man, who retained property which 
was not his, even if only to save it 
from destruction, besmirched the 
Fatherland, the army, the corps 
of officers and himself, 

The corps of officers as a whole 
may be proud of itself, not least 
because, despite all the work of 
agitation going on in its rear, it 
held the army together for four 
years, led it so often to victory, 
and was still able, in co-operation 
with loyal non-commissioned offi- 
cers and men, to lead it back over 
the Rhine—a stupendous achieve- 
ment, amongst the greatest deeds 
of the war. 

The supreme command had 
again approached the Imperial 
Chancellor with those old de- 
mands of the autumn of 1916 and 
1917 for an increase of the quota 


of recruits. I sent Col. Bauer to 
the meeting called in Berlin to 
consider the matter. But we 


found that we were without the 
necessary support of the War 
Ministry. 

At the end of June discussion on 
all the above-mentioned questions 
were resumed at Spa between the 


Imperial Chancellor, the Field- 
Marshal, the War Ministers and 
myself. 


I referred to the conferences in 
Berlin with Col. Bauer, and once 
more emphasized as gravely as I 
could the necessity of obtaining 
adequate reserves, of adopting the 


most severe measures against 
thirkers and deserters in the 
homeland, and above all of en- 


couraging. in the people a deter- 
mination to fight, with regard to 
which I again drew attention to 
the dangerous influence of a sec- 
tion of our press, enemy propa- 
ganda and Bolshevism. 

Cabinct Gives No Men. 

I spoke my mind on these points 
far more often than I have re- 
corded in these pages. Once 
more | was promised a great deal. 
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‘men held the same view, 


The situation, however, remained 
unchanged. I do not know 
whether those gentlemen thought 
that my reports were cxaggerated 
or that they were merely the fruit 
of mv ‘militarism.’ Neither 
would the War Office accede to 
my request for a general confer- 
ence of employers and employes, 
to come to an understanding with 
regard to the necessity of draw- 
ing upon the exempted men. 
Meanwhile I tried again to ex- 
ploit our success in order to fur- 
ther the peace movement in enemy 
countries. Another memorandum 
on thus subject was sent to the 
Imperial Chancellor. On June 
19 he sent for Col. von Haeften. 
After long consultation the essen- 
tials of such propaganda were de- 


cided on. Vice-Chancellor von 
Payer, in particular, showed a 
lively interest.in these questions. 


During the discussions at Spa I 
again begged the Imperial Chan- 
cellor to appoint a Minister for 
Propaganda. Beyond this we did 
not refer to the prospects of 
peace. 

In view of Clemenceau’s 
speeches, we were compelled, in 


my opinion, to continue the war or 


submit to humiliation. I must as- 
sume that the responsible states- 
for even 
though I always hoped for suc- 
cess, they could have had no 
doubt of the gravity of my view of 
the situation. 
Conciliation as to Belgium. 


, In May and June C von Haef- 
ten, quite in accord with my views, 
urged the Foreign Office to make 
a conciliatory declaration concern- 
ing Belgium. Secretary of State 
von Kuhlmann, however, declined 
to take anv initiative in the mat- 
ter. He was well aware of the im- 
possibility of any exchange of ideas 
with the enemy Governments. So

much he frankty - and - openly 
stated. 
On June 24, basing his remarks 


on a speech of Mr. Asquith’s on 
May 16 in favor of peace, he spoke 
in the Reichstag to the following 
effect: 

“As long as every opening is ac- 
cepted by the other side as a 
peace offensive, as a trap, as un- 
trustworthy, as calculated to sow 
dissension between the allies, and 
so long as every advance is vio- 
lently denounced by the opponents 
of a rapprochement, it is impossi- 
ble to foresee how any exchange 
of ideas that might lead up to 
peace is to be brought about.” 

The Imperial Chancellor adopt- 
ed the same attitude in his speech 
of July 12. He gave expression to 
our constant readiness for peace, 
but so long as the enemy's will to 
do destruction persisted we must 
carry on; though as soon as the 
enemy evinced any serious inclina- 
tion to pave the way to peace we 
should at once prepare to meet 
him.

may also tell you that this 
of view not confined to 
but is shared by the lead- 
ers of the army, for they are not 
carrying on the war for its own 
sake, but told me so soon an 
earnest desire for peace shows it- 
self on the other side, we must not 
be behindhand.” 

The Imperial Chancellor has ac- 
curately represented the view of 
the Field Marshal and myself. 

When I now reflect on the pos- 
sibility and prospect of a peace 
move, had it been undertaken by 
the Government, I am firmly con- 
vinced that we should have been 
granted an armistice and peace 
only on the conditions that we are 
now compelled to accept. We 
should not have taken upon our- 
selves this responsibility. as indeed 
in October we ought not to have 
done, despite the gravity of our 
situation. 

Whether I was right or wrong 
in my view of the conditions then 
existing, only Clemenceau, Wilson 
and IJjoyd George can _ decide. 
England and the United States 
wished for our economic destruc- 
tion; England, in addition, wanted 
to render us  ~powerless, and 
Il’rance to bleed us white. Common 
to all our antagonists was the de- 
sire to inflict the deepest hu- 
miliation on their hated enemy 
before the world, and to impede 
the development of the German 
people for all time. 

The Entente only pursued their 
ideals for the betterment of the 
world in so far as they were com- 
patible with a_ strong national 
policy. This was the motive of 
all its actions, all else was but a 
means to the same end. It was 
the very reverse with us, our first 
ideal was universal happiness, 
our second the security of the

TROLLEY PROSPERITY’S NEW MENACE. 


Three companies are asking for the privilege of 
establishing motor bus lines in St. Louis. One pro- 
poses two regular lines at a 10-cent fare, running to 
the West End out Washington and Lindell avenue, 
with a cross-town line on Grand avenue. 

Under ordinary circumstances, clumsier, slower 
types of conveyance have small chance to compete 
with the trolley car running over fixed, smooth paths 
of steel and propelled by cheap electric current. In 
some few cities with an enormous volume of traffic 
moving in certain directions, bus lines have obtained 
moderate financial success, either as giving access to 
territory to which convenient service is not afforded 
by street cars or as providing a means of escape at 
a higher price from trolley line crowds. 

But the number of passengers they carry annually 
is negligible compared with those of the electric sys- 
tems. The trolley lines still remain the standard of 
service, the most perfect system of surface convey- 
ance, all things considered, human ingenuity has 
yet devised. 

With increase of trolley fares to an exorbitant fig- 
ure, another situation is presented. There seems to 
be little doubt that with frequent, dependable serv- 
ice, bus lines to the thickly populated West End 
would do a capacity business at 10 cents, which 
would mean that the United Railways, with 8-cent 
fares, would lose the cream of its business to the 
extent to which the bus lines could accommodate 
those with a preference for its service. 

It might be supposed that a city of Philadelphia’s 
tra@itions would be among the first to make its exit 
from the list of 5-cent-fare towns. But Philadelphia 
remains in that list. “More rides at 5 cents, not less 
rides at a higher fare,” expresses the traction policy, 
not of its municipal authorities, but of President Mit- 
ten of its principal traction company. 

It may be recalled that that was the exact policy 
(that gave the trolley its great success in the first 
place. The horse car rides were short. To go any 
considerable distance was expensive. Change of cars 
meant an additional fare. Electric transit quadrupled 
the length of lines, introduced universal free trans- 
fers, revolutionized the habits of thought of whole 
municipalities, encouraged everybody to ride. Men 
formerly would not think of taking a car for a dis- 
tance under a mile. Later they would hardly think 
of walking a distance of a quarter of a mile. 

Traction magnates generally may not realize it, but 
in surrendering cheap fares under the pressure of an 
emergency for which they are largely to blame, they 
are surrendering a great and distinctive advantage, 
one that made them almost impregnable in surface 
transit. The fact is that in giving the public some 
part of the benefit of cheap electric propulsion, the 
magnates of 25 years ago attempted to retain greater 
benefits by capitalizing those economies for them- 
selves. The true remedy for the resulting evils is 
constructive effort for repairing the old blunder. 
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FARMERS AT THE INDUSTRIAL CONFERENCE. 

The resolution introduced at the convention of the 
Mississippi Valley Association, to give farmers a 
voice at the coming Industrial Conference called by 
President Wilson, appears to be based on a misun- 
derstanding as to the objects of the conference. That 
conference is for the purpose of bringing closer to- 
gether the employers and the wage earners.

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LUDENDORFP’S IMPENETRABLE MIND. 


Perusal of Gen. Eric Ludendorffs memoirs is made 
worth while by that part alone which deals with what 
he calls the “weakening morale” of the German peo- 
ple. To this and not to any fault of militarism, he 
amusingly attributes the loss of the war, which mili- 
tarism had failed to win during the four years before 
morale had begun to be affected. 

What he bemoans as a deterioration of “the old 
German spirit” was only the awakening to the facts 
of a people who for years had been lied to, exploited 
more mercilessly than any other people in history, 
made the victims of a system of imposture so gigan- 
tic and conscienceless that it will always be a re- 
proach to them that they did not awaken earlier. He 
takes it as a personal grievance that men were no 
longer willing to throw themselves away on his order. 
Why should those already filling graves have sacri- 
ficed themselves? Why, after those numberless sac- 
rifices, should others be willing to fill graves just 
because Ludendorff commanded it? 

He denounces the civil authorities for their failure 
to suppress agitation against the war. But when 
agitation persisted after four years of remorseless 
effort to suppress it, he clearly demanded the impos- 
sible. The impenetrability of the Prussian mind even 
after defeat is revealed in his sneer at those who were 
championing new and higher ideals than those of 
the old Germany. “Is it not more likely that they 
were thinking only of the preservation of their 
lives?” he asks. Why shouldn’t they think of pre- 
serving their lives, when to lose them only fastened 
chains more securely on surviving brothers? 

Because of their weakening, which really was only 
their disillusionment with militarism, the General 
is pessimistic as to their future. He is wrong. To 
the extent to which they abandon Ludendorffism is 
there hope of greater things for them in the years to 
come. 
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HUNTING THE PROFITEER. 


Find the profiteer might be said to be the modern 
version of the old French maxim, cherchez la femme. 
Warren S. Stone, president of the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Engineers, suggests that if commodities 
were stamped with the prices received therefor by the 
producers, we should soon find out where the trouble 
is whether with the producer, wholesaler, jobber or 
retailer. 


Very simple, if all products were put up by the | 
/producer.in neat packages and passed on to the con-| 
‘sumer in such packages, without any tampering. But | 
‘consider the case of tub butter, eggs, potatoes and 
'milk. Also beans. It was reported in the news that 
'a@ couple: of retail grocers had bought beans from a/| 
'Government store at 10 cents a pound and turned, 
right around and sold them at 20 cents. But it was 
'not because the beans were stamped that the prof- 
iteers were discovered. 

If we could sell everything in containers that could 
be stamped, consider the army of officials necessary 
to stamp billions of such packages as they came from 
the producers, passed to the wholesalers, jobbers and 
on to the retailers. 

Try again, Mr. Stone, the problem is not so simple. 
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PROPOSED BONUS LEGISLATION.

“Ws don’t hear much about Russia these 
days, but news isn’t necessary. We 
know what is going on. People have 
said from time to time that the truth has never 
come to us from that efflicted country, but I 
imagine we have known pretty well what the 
truth was. 

“You know we measure the distance to the 
sun and weigh the atmosphere of Jupiter, and 
in something of the same way we know about 
Russia.

‘We lenow that as long as one side in Russia 
holds out for an extreme comparable to that 
which for so long held the Russian people in 
ignorance and bondage there cannot be any 
peace. People in the United States Senate as- 
sure us that compromise is not really a means 
of gaining a common footing, but I suspect that 
it is. Russia will have peace again when the 
fellows who want to run everything for their 
class realize that no society can be a going con- 
cern which does not conserve the rights of all 
the elements in it. 

“We have been asked to give Lenin and 
Trotsky an opportunity to try their theory out, 
It was not fair, we were told, to assume before 
it had ever been tried that it is impracticable. 
Well, whether we have been willing to let them 
try it out or not, they have taken and are still 
taking time. 

“We have no wireless connection with Russia 
here in these hills; yet anybody coming here to 
the store can tell you within a hair’s breadth 
what the situation in Russia is. Maybe he hasn't 
seen a newspaper for six months. That would 
not make any difference. Our gumption keeps 
us posted about such things. We have enough 
gumption to know that the fight in Russia will 
go on until everybody meets upon middle ground, 
and we don’t need late news to know that the 
matter has not been settled meanwhile in some 
other way. 

“There comes the Squire, for instance. He 
doeosn’'t look it, but he knows the news from 
Russia. It takes somebody like Judge Gary not 
to know what it is until he has seen the paper.”

PRAISES PROGRESS 
MADE AT ST. LOUIS 


But Work Here Is Not Half 
Completed, He Diadeees: | 
Until East St. Louis Pro- 
vides Docks. 


By the Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—There 


is no doubt in the mind of G. A.! 


Tomlinson, Directer of the Division 
of Inland Waterways of the Railroad 
Administration, that the lower Mis- 
sissippi River can operate a system 


of tows and barges profitably pro- 
vided the proper terminal facilities 
are created. 

Tomlinson stated this conclusion 
in testimony before the House Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce Com- 
mittee, which is holding hearings on 
various measures proposed for fu- 
ture railroad control. 

“We have been putting in the 
joint rates as fast as it seems prac- 
ticable,”” said Tomlinson. “Of course, 
I am essentially a waterway man, 
and I am speaking only from the 
Waterway standpoint. We have tried 
to go along intelligently because our 
fieet is so inadequate and so un- 
economical that to make any large 
joint rates at the present time would 
be suicidal, because we would disap- 
point the shipper and hurt our ulti- 
mate operation.” 


In reply to further questions, Tom- | 


linson said that if the fleets that 
have been created by the Railroad 
Administration are not sold, they 
necessarily will continue under Fed- 
eral control and, personally, he did 
not see how the joint rates could be 
destroyed. 

Chairman Esch remarked that 
with the cessation of Federal con- 
trol, the rates, like all other Govern- 
ment-made rates, would come under 
the jurisdiction of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

All the inland waterway rates, 
said Tomlinson, are today subject to 
the approval of this commission. He 
added that the Government had the 
power, or at least was exercising the 
power, of making intrastate as well 
as interstate rates. 

Representative Sims asked to what 
extent the Northwest was using the 
joint rates, and Tomlinson replied: 
“Not very extensively yet.” 

Is Pioneering Matter. 

“It is largely a ploneering mat- 
er,” he said, ‘and we are trying to 
get the subject introduced so that, 
with the completion of our _ steel 
fleet of large units, we can do some- 
thing in a large way. 

Questioned about terminals, Tom- 
linson said that the new city termi- 
nal at St. Louis was a ‘“‘splendid in- 
stallation.”’ This terminal, he added, 
Was not half completed while there 
were no facilities at East St. Louis. 

He said that on the Mississipp! 
section, although the municipalities 
were willing to create terminals for 
their local business, they were appar- 
ently not interested in the erection of 
terminals for through business by 
rail and water. Asked whether such 
terminals should be built at the joint 
expense of the rail and water car- 
riers Tomlinson said that he had no 
definite views on that point. He 
Said that the Director-General has 
Caused estimates of the cost of term- 
inals on the Mississippi and War- 
rior Rivers to be prepared, but had 
Made no commitments. 

Representative Merritt referred to 
testimony before the commission 
that boat traffic on the Mississippi 
River had been choked off by the 
railroads paralleling the river. 

“This commission,” he said, 
Wants to foster all kinds of com- 
merce. The question is whether to 
protect the river traffic a differen- 
tial in favor of the river traffic must 
be kept; in other words, whether, 
with open and free competition, the 
river traffic can live or not?’ Tom- 
iinson replied: “With ei&ht feet! of 
water, adequate terminals, joint rates 
and good water equipment freight 
ean be carried cheaper by water than 
by rail; that is, certain freight; not 
all freight."’ 

History of Devclopment. 

Tomlinson declined to say wheth- 
er, in his opinion, water carriers 
should be returned to private con- 
trol at the same time that rail car- 
riers are returned.

Te said that he had 
made ho .recommendation of a poli- 
ey to be pursued in connection with 
the waterways after the end of Fed- 
éral railroad control.
